Of Neap Tides High Water, 
there is at leaſt from 17 to 18

There are two Entrances to this 
Harbour. The Eaſtern Entry is the 
ſafeſt and beſt for Strangers, or for 
large Veſſels to turn in or out of, 
The only Thing to apprehend to the 
' Eaſtward is Coranamadry Rocks, 
the outermoſt of which lies about 
half a Mile off the E. Point of Bear 


Iſland, and is only covered at high 


Water ; the Sea breaks upon it in 
the fineſt Weather, This Rock is 
not bold to, and it is rocky, uneven 


Ground round this Rock for a 


ſmall Diſtance, as it alſo is between 
it and Bear Iſland. The Paſſage 
between theſe Rocks and the ſmall 
Iſland of Roanharrick is, a very 
good one, and that Iſland is a Di- 
rection to avoid the Rocks, by 
keeping nearer to it than to Bear 
Iſland. 


There is little to fear from the 
Eaſt Entrance as far up as Bulhuſki, 
which is rather more than three 
Miles from the Eaſt Entry, and 
Veſſels may anchor any where in 
that Diſtance in from 5 to g Fathom 
Mud Bottom; however Vefleks, 
turning in or out of this Harbour,

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WATERFORD HARBOUR. 


WIrrRTORD is a ſafe and 


commodious Harbour for Merchant 


Slips or Sloops of War, but ill 
adapted as a Rendezvous even for 
Frigates ; for though the Anchorage 
be very ſecure, with a ſufficient 
Depth of Water in many Places, 
for the largeſt Ships, the long Flat 
which extends acroſs the Harbour 
from without Creden Head, to near 
a Mile within it, with the Narrow- 
neſs of the Channel, render it both 
difficult and dangerous for Veſſels 
drawing 17 or 18 Feet Water to 
turn in or out of this Harbour; for 
on the ſhoaleſt Part of the Flat, or 
what is commonly called the Bar, 
there is not more at high Water 
Spring Tides than from 25 to 27 
Feet, and of Neap Tides not more 
than 21 Feet, and with northerly 
Winds ſcarcely twenty. At low 


Water Spring Tides there is not 


more than from 13 to 14 Feet Water 
on the ſhoal Part of the Flat. 


The Anchorage off White Houſe 
Bay needs no comment, as it muſt 
be evident to every Seaman how 
impracticable it would be for almoſt 
any Veſſel to beat out, were a Gale 
to come on ſuddenly to the South- 
ward. The Ground, however, is 
clean. 


Coming into Waterford, ſteer for 
Creden Head, (which is ſteep to) 
ſteer from thence for Duncannon 
Fort; the Courſe is about N. N. E. 


ZE. or N. E. by N. if cloſe to 


Creden Head. 


The Mark to run in by, is bring - 


ing the Extremity of the Point of 


the Fort on with a ſmall white 
Bay, between Glinwater Bay and 


the Fort (it is called Mark Bay in 
the Chart in order to diſtinguiſh it). 


When as high up as Balliſtraw 
Strand, keep that Bay open with 
the Fort; when TT of the Fort, 
which is bold to, ſteer about N. for 
Ballyhack Church, keeping it rather 
on the Larboard Bow, and when 


you bring the Perch of the Spit on 


Paiſage, ſteer up amid Channel for 
the Anchorage above Paſlage, where 
large Ships may moor with one 


Anchor in 5, the other in 7 Fathoms, 


good holding Ground. 


There is alſo a Mark for running 
over the Flat or Bar, by bringing 
the Flag Staff at the Fort on, or in 
a Line with the middle Hillock of a

The thwart Mark for being upon

You are coming upon the ſhoaleſt 


Part of the Flat, when you open a 


Tuft of Trees with Knockaviliſh 
Head, and when you open a ſecond

Length with the ſame Head, you 
are over the Bar. | 


To run higher up than Paſſage, 
you avoid a Bank that extends from 


the E. Side of Buttermilk Point 


near + acroſs the Channel, by keep- 


ing the South Shore on Board, and 
Ballyhack Church open, until you 
open out Buttermilk Caſtle or Dun- 


brodie Abby; haul up for either, 
until you open out the Great Iſland, 
when you may ſteer up for it, and 
you avoid a Bank with from two to 


three Fathom Water upon it, which 


is to the Eaſtward of. Cheek Point, 


at about a Cable and a half or two 


Cables Length from the Shore. 


By keeping the White Houſe Cliffs 


on the Weſt Side of Roſs River 
open with the Point of the Great 
Iſland, you avoid Dunbrodie Strand. 


The Anchorage 1s every where 
good from Buttermilk Point to Roſs 
River, with Water for the largeſt 
Ships, except where the contrary is 
evidently marked in the Chart. 


I do not think any Directions 
would anſwer alrogether for turning 
in or out of this Harbour, without a 
perfect Knowledge of the Shoals. 
Ballyſtraw Strand is ſteep too. 


You are entering the narrow 
Part of the Channel between the 
Fort and Drumroe Bank, when the 
Flag Staff is on with the Chimney 
of the Chunk in the Fort. 


Within the Fort you avoid the 
ſhoal Water to the Eaſtward, by 
keeping open the Point of Broom

There is a Flat r'.1s acroſs from 
Snow Hill Point to Cheek Point, 
with not more than 14 Fect Water 
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upon it. To run higher up either 
the Barrow or Suir, than the Con- 
fluence of theſe Rivers, requires a 
Pilot and Flood Tide. | 


| The Navigation of this Harbour 
might be rendered infinitely more 


ſecure, and its Commerce much 


facilitated, at a moderate Expence; 


by erecting a Perch on the Extre- 


mity of Ballinſtraw Strand, a Buoy . 
upon Drumroe Bank at the narrow= 
eſt Part of the Channel, with Buoys 


upon the ſunk Rocks in the King's 
Channel, with Rings, and Rings 


fixed in the Rocks at each Side for 


warping Ships through. _ 
The following Directions may be 


uſeſul in going through the King's

You avoid Golden Rock, which 


appears at the laſt quarter Ebb, by 
keeping Mr. Newport's Houſe on 
with the Extremity of Dirty Tail 


Point. 


To avoid the rocky Shoal that 


runs off from Dirty Tail Point, open 
the Faſt Side of the Eaſtern Wall of 
the Field before Major Fitzgerald's 


Houſe. You are to the N. of 


Dirty Tail when you open a large 
white Houſe on the larboard Shore 


going up, but you. are to keep the 
N. Shore on Board, as it is ſhoal 


for ſome little Diſtance on the 8. 


Shore, | 


NOTE. The beſt Anchorage 


off White Houſe Bay 1s, by bring- 
ing Creden Head juſt on with 
Duncannon Fort, or the Fort very 
little open with it. 


There are two very bad Lights 
kept in the Fort. You run through 
the Channel by bringing them in 
one up to Paſlage. 


The common Directions for 
turning into this Harbour amongſt 
the Pilots is, when ſtanding to the 
Eaſtward, tack when the Fort is 
coming on with the ſmall Bay called 
Mark Bay. To the Weſtward, 
when you open an old Caſtle in 


King's Bay.—l do not think theſe 


Directions anſwer altogether, as 


they will carry you too near Bally- 


ſtraw Strand, and not 6 far to the 
Weſtward as you may ſtand in 
many Places,
